The recent Increase in the lake 


waters in the Harriman State Park 
In the Highlands of the Hudson, by 
the completion of Lake ftebago, aad 
plans for three other lakes which 
will be constructed within the next 
year or two, have suggested 
the 


possibility of a canoe trip, within 
this preserve, which would add still 
further to Its Immense recreational 
service. 


Fifteen years ago, when the Com- 


missioners of tke Palisades later- 
state Park took over the Harriman 
Park, through the Initial gift of Mrs. 
£. H. Harrlman, and through addi- 
tional purchases with state funds, 
such an idea would have 
seemed 


impossible. The ruggedneas ot the 
contours of the region, with a 
difference of over 1,400 feet between 
the sea level of Its Hudson front and 
its highest summits in the Interior, 
and the scattered positions and small 
surface area of the naturcl lakes 
then existing, would have made any- 
thing like a continuous trip out of 
the question. 


Linking t'p Lakes and Streams 
But the construction program, un- 


der the direction of Major W. A 
Welch, chief engineer and general 
manager, *hich has been going for- 
ward steadil}, and with accelerated 
speed in recent years, has so trans- 
ormed the appearance of the Harri- 
uan Park, with reference to water 
areas, that a glance at the map of 
today readily suggests the possibil- 
ity of linking up the lakes and 
ponds and streams Into a continuous 
canoe route. 


A canoe route would be an inter- 


esting and attractive addition to the 
recreation values of the park. Such 
canoeing waters are important fea- 
tures of state and national parks 
and forests throughout the United 
States, such as, for examples, the 
Fulton Chain-Raquette Lake and 
River— Long Lake-Tupper 
Lake 


route In the Adirondacks; the lakes 
and rivers in the 
Minnesota Na- 


tional and state preserves; a similar 
route In the Wisconsin State Forest 
Park; as well as canoeing waters 
within or near large 
cities, 
like 


the Charles river at 
Boston, 
the 


waters of Belle Isle Park at Detroit, 
the Dee Plaines River In the Cook 
county forests near Chicago; and, 
acrow the border. 
In Algonquin 


Provincial Park waters in Ontario. 
National Water Surface* Increased. 


The natural water surfaces in the 


40,000 acres of the Hudson 
High- 


lands now included in the Harriman 
State Park, have been increased by 
tea new artificial construction 
pro- 


jects in the-past dozen yeare, where- 
by small existing lakes have 
been 


enlarged in number and area 
or 


wholly new water bodies have *een 


made by dammtas; tke streams. 
trellis patter* of drainage of tke 
Highlands, governed by the geologi- 
cal construction of Its snelest rocks, 
faulted lengthwise Into lone, fairly 
continuous valleys running 
north- 


east-southwest, 
and cross-faulted 


noruwest-eouiheast, leads itself 
to 


the establishment 
of 
new lakes, 


usually la the sites of old glacial 
lakes, by the building of dams, often 
very short, across some narrow point 
where the natural drainage empties 
a large depression. The original and 
the new lakes lie in chains In these 
longitudinal 
valleys, and on 
ths 


map, readily suggest that they might 
be linked up in a continuous water 
trip. 
And while in the 
Held, 
the 


differences in* attitude 'between these 
lakes and the rapid drop, in places. 
of the connecting streams, in rocky 
gulches, present difficulties, they, are 
not unsurmouatable. 


Beavers Help 


The human engineer is 
helped, 


too. by an animal aide, the beaver, 
the numerous progeny of a few pairs 
freed in the park six years ago. and 
now building their own dams in a 
dozen places. 
Wilderness explorers 


Jften find •eaver ponds very handy 
in making tkelr way along the head- 
waters of streams, and these 
furry 


engineers have Impounded tke water 
of *ome of the rough streams con- 
necting: the Park lakes, in a manner 
to support strongly the thought of a; 
continuous canoe route. 


Members of the Atlantic division 


of the American Canoe Association 
hold an annual canoe cruise 
every 


>ear on the Ramapo River, starting 
at Suffern, or sometimes as high as 
Tu*edo. Several of the existing and 
proposed lakes In the Harriman Park 
are oh tributaries of the 
Ramapo 


up In the hills, and it would be an 
Interesting variation of this 
cruise 


If they started on the highest waters 
that would float a canoe, 
in this 


*ater shed, or even on the streams 
and lakes draining eastward into the 
Hudson, and crossed the divide ink 
the Ramapo drainage. 


Twin Lake* Become Triplets. 
The northernmost lakes in the 


Harnman Park are the two Twin 
Lakes, on its northwest corner, on 
the headwaters of Popplopen Creek 
which enters the Hudson at Bear 
Mountain. They will be supplement 
ed. in another year, by two more 
lakes, a third Twin, which will make 
this group Triplets, and another a 
long narrow lake in Brooks Hollow 
nortttward. It would be possible to 
start in Brooks Lake, paddle more 
than a mile, carry a few hundred 
feet into the new Twin, paddle two 
miles on it and on the present Twins. 
Then would come the first long car- 
ry, on the Baileytown Trail through 
a gap in Stockbridge Mountain to 
Lake 
Nawahunta. on the 
Seven 


Lakes Drive. 
Brooks entering this 


lake have already been seized upon 
by the beaver and the 
navigable 


waters northeast and southeast of it 
might be lengthened by their dams 
or by a little help from the human 
engineer. 


A mile and a halt southeast of 


Nawahunta. along the bard surfaced 
Seven Lakes Drive, over which 
canoe could be easily trundled on _ 
collapsible truck, Is Lake Tloratl on 
of the largest and most beautiful IB 
the park, with a mile and a half ot 
water, and delightful spots for camp 
ing. 
From ita southwest end. on
